Through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  other  De¬ 
nominational  channels  we  can  support  that  which  we  be¬ 
lieve  and  have  confidence  that  our  money  and  the  Lord’s 
tithe  which  we  bring  are  doing  only  that  in  which  we 
believe;
